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BRITISH COLUMBIA 
SUPPORTS TRADE PLAN 
--O— 


VICTORIA, B, C.—While eastern 


| Canadian and prairie farmers are al 


tacking the Canadian-Australian pre 
ferential trade treaty before the Cana. 
dian Tariff Commission, the British 
Columbia Department of Agriculture 
is strongly behind the pact, according 
to E, D. Barrow, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, He issued figures compiled by 
his department to show that the treaty 
had not injured agriculture here. 
Australia’s butter export to Canada, 
which are the chief subject of protest 
by Canadian farmers, form an inslg 
nificant fraction of the Canadian pro 
duction and export, he said. Thirteen 
per cent of the total Canadian butte: 
production was exported last year, 
while imports represented only 4 per 
cent of the Canadian production. 
Australia, Mr, Barrow showed, shipped 
to Canada only 1.4 per cent of the 
total Canadian production. Altogether 
Canada imports only 30 per cent of 
the amount which she exports, he 
stated.

For example, if a teacher retires at 
the age of 65 years with 40 years ot 

; service under the act, and his salary 
for the last ten years was $1,200 the 
pension he would receive would equal 
| 40 times 1-60th of $1,200 or $800 per 
year, 

Provision is made under the ar. 
rangement for retirement after 30 
years of service or on reaching the 
‘ize of 60 but the benefits so planned 
ave scheduled at proportionally ‘ess 
IMsability benefits after 15 
service are to be paid in a like 
ner to the retirement allowance, 

Many details in connection with the 
operation of the proposed act have 
been prepared as suggestions for the 
government, It has been suggested 
that teachers retiring before the pen- 
tion is available, get back their con- 
tributions to the fund provided they 
have contributed for three years. 
Those coming in after the act be- 
comes law will have to contribute for 
five years, otherwise, upon retiremnt 
their contributions will be forfeited. 

Under the disablement clause a 
teacher who becomes totally unable 
to work would receive $480 per year

THE TIDE

Experiments, if so they may be 
termed, in gradually reallocating in- 
| dustries so as to bring more and more 
of them from the cities and into the 
towns and villages, have proved so 
| beneficial that the tendency hence 
forth promises to be quite definitely 
in that direction, T, R, Preston, presi. 
dent of the American Bankers’ Assoc- 
jation, in a public address recently, 
expressed the opinion that by this 
process there can be brought about a 
better measure of balance between 
agriculture and industry in general, 
Better markets might thereby be sup- 
plied to the farmers, and likewise to 
the consumers engaged in other lines 
of production, 

The plan is not a novel one by any 
means, One of the largest shoe manu. 
facturing companies in the middle 
West in the United States has for a 
number of years definitely adhered to 
the policy of establishing factory units
